Ontario Hydro today announced 
an increase in rates toits 500,000 
rural customers--the first general 
increase in 15 years. The new 
rates will be reflected in bills 
mailed on and after Oct. 1, 1968. 


The increase will vary from 
Or to customer according 
0 classification and the amount 
of energy used. The average will 
be 94 per cent. 

A detailed explanation of the 
changes is being mailed to all ru- 
ral customers. 

As summer cottage customers 
are billed only twice a year the 
new rates will not come into ef- 
fect for these consumers until af- 
ter the bill for meter readings tak- 
en at the end of the 1968season. 
A fixed amount is charged in the 
spring, and the fall bill is based 
on a meter reading taken late

FARLEY MOWAT 
SAYS HE SAW 
SHARKS IN 

LAKE ONTARIO 


Large fish resembling sharks 
have been reported seen in Lake 
Ontario. 

Sightings of the fish, said to 
be four feet long with six-inch 
dorsal fins, were reported by Far- 
ley Mowat, 47 year-old author 
who lives in this town on the 
Lake Ontario shore. 

Mowat said he and three other 
men saw the fish recently about 
half a mile from shore near Port 
Hope. 

"The water was dead calm," 
Mowat said. "No one on board 
the schooner had seen anything 
like them in Lake Ontario so we 
steamed after them at seven knots. 

They were not aware of us 
until we were 100 yards away. 
Then they just submerged. They 
didn't dive like ordinary fish but 
sunk out of sight like sharks. " 

"In Newfoundland | would 
hav2 unhesitatingly identified 
them as small sharks. If they are, 
| am not surprised to see them 
up here Sharks have been 
| known to come into rivers and 
lakes and DeVisser and | were 
convinced they were squid hounds 
(small shorks). " 

Aboard the schooner with 
Mowat were John DeVisser of 
Toronto, a photographer with the 
National Film Board, Gerald 


and former fisherman, and Rudy 
Pilz of Port Hope, who takes care 
of Mowat's schooner, a 31-footer 
he purchased in Newfoundland 
and sailed back to Port Hope. 
Mowat hit the headlines last 
year when he appointed himself

whale trapped in inland Newfound 
lond woters while chasing herring. 
The whale later disappeared, 
believed dead and submerged. 

Eight construction workers at 
Eldorado Mining and Refining Ltd. 
reported seeing the strange fish 
Wednesday near the harbor here. 

"We saw them a couple of 
times," John Senecal, one of the 
workers, said in an interview. 

Senecal, familiar with corp, 
sturgeon, muskellunge and pike, 
said the fish he saw were none 
of these. 

Ted Burridge, with the federal 
department of fisheries in Ottawa, 
said in a telephone interview thot 
anything was possible although 
sharks are considered salt-water 
species. He said there are no 
authenticated records of sharks 
in Lake Ontario. 

"But | wouldn't say this was 
impossible." he said. 

Dr. lan Sandeman of Trent 
University in Peterborough and 
Dr. Bev. Scott of the Royal Ont- 
ario Museum in Toronto suggested 
the fish might have been large 
carp or sturgeon. 

Sharks are almost exclusively 
inhabitants of the sea but, as 
Encyclopedia Britannica notes, 
"some species enter the mouths 
of large rivers and one species 
Sane occurs frequently high up 
in the large rivers of India." 

There are several species of 
sharks in Canadian, east, west 
and arctic coastal waters. 

The "squid hounds" to which 
Mowat refers are not man-eaters. 
To get to Lake Ontario, a 
shark would have to cover about 
250 miles fresh water - plus five 
locks - in the St. Lawrence River 
and Seaway from Trois-Rivieres, 
Que. Salt water from the Atlan- 

tic ends at Trois-Rivieres
